1892, 241 pernons were Iynehed in the 
whole United States, 36 of this namber 
wore lynched in northern and western 
"ates, and 205 in onr 8onthern states. 
Of the 241 lynched in the whole conn- 
try, 160 were Negroes and five of theae 
werp women. The facts «how that 
out of the 241 lynebed in the entire 
country in 1892, but fifty-zeven were 
even charged with rape, even attempt- 
ed rape, leaving in that year alone 184 
pernons who were lynched for other 
canses than that of rape. 

If it were necessary, I could produce 
ignres for other years. Within « 
period of six years abont 900 persons 
have been lynched in onr aonthern 
*tates, This is but « few hundred 
Short of the total number of aoldiers 
who lost their lives in Cubs during 
the Spanish-American war. If we 
« uld realize still more fully bow far 
this nufortunate habit is leading us 
on, note the classes of crime, during a 
few months, which the local papers and 
the Azzociated Press ay that lynching 
bas been inflicted for—they include 
*mnrder,” rioting,” fincendiariam,” 
robbery,” larceny,” *nelf-defense,” 
"pulting women;” alleged atock- 
potwoning,” **malpractice.” '**alleged 
barn-buruing,” anspected robbery,” 
"race prejudice,” attempted manr- 
der,” and *horse-stealing,” *'mistaken 
wentity,” te. 

The practice has grown until we are 
now at the point where not only blacks 
are lynched in the sonth, but white 
men as well. Not only this, but 
within the last aix years, at least half 
« dozen colored women have been 
lynched. And there are « ſow cases 
where Negroes have lynched members 
of their own race. What is to be the 
end of this? Besides this, every lynch-

nprightness. 
The tug on both sides is stronger and 
more severe than ever. The **'Father” 
of death and hell had long foreveen 
the necessity for trained agents in the 
establichment of his snares; and to 
connterpoise the strife and occasion 
victory on the sides of The Blood 
Stained Banner,” onr youths, African 
or American, must be thoronghly pro- 
pared, since they are to shonlder arms 
for tomorrow's tight. 

Iam glad you have taken the pains 
to annonnes to the public that Africans 
are not all heathens, Some think, far- 
ther, that to be a heathen is, necennaritly, 
to be idiotic. It is not infrequent that 
varions queries have been imposed up- 
on ms since I came to Americas. Some 
have even dared to demand of me 
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iuto the ear of the civilized world. 
Then will the problem be zolved and 
prejudice and okepticiam buried in 
oblivion. 

By absorption Rome drained the 
intellectnal exs6nce of Greece, and the 
absorption of onr etudents in the vs 
cious institations of learning in 
this and other oconntries is fair- 
ly promising. We pray for 
the dawn of that milleninm when the 
heathen will *boat his «word into 
plough#hares and his epears into 
pruniag hooks;” when m_ and 
equity will be inbaled with freedom 
aud nnderstanding, and the praices of 
the Redeemer «well the skies. 

I pray God for untirinag pernistence 
in the improvement of my opportuni- 
ties in Americs, and hope to survive in 
«pite of opposing odds, amid the 
awfnl caricatures of men against those 
whoss interests I bave mont at beart, 
and God helping me, I will, *'tail or 
no tail” 

With warm greetings for my above 
countrymen, I closs this letter. May 
they be protected from the prevailing 
vices of the civilized world, and, like 
a noed hid in the sotl, gorminate, take 
root and finally spront out ao that 
men will be atrengthened by the 
wholesoms fruits of their bloomiag 
bowers, |

and self-denial in forzaking all their 
friends of consanguinity and obild- 
hood charms, I congratulate them.

But 
men who are familiar with history— 
not one-sidedly informed— cannot but 
$66 that Africa is, like all countries, 
having her dark age. * For 600 yeare 
Europe was in such chaos as history 
calls the **Dark Age." Cmaar's inva- 
ion of Britain found the world's 
leading nation too barbarous for ser- 
vitade. The modern Germans are the 
progenies of demoralized, stern and 
sturdy ancestors that revelled more 
basely than Africa ever dreamed of. 
These people, who today. are expo- 
nents in some of the most principal 
branches of knowledge, yet, conturies 
ago, drank water and beer ont of hu- 
man skulls, The demoralizing traits 
of the old French people are »till 
traceable among their present snrviv- 
ors, Aud it goes withont eaying that 
the rapid intellectual growth of Eng- 
land came abont from The Nor- 
mn Conquest.”

DID COLUMBUS 
DISCOVER ATIERICA? 
Colambns was a Roman Catholic. 
But history alzo says of him that he was 
a pirate; that he lived in adultery; that 
be compelled his ailors to perjure 
themselves; that he was revengeful and 
ernel, and that to satisfy his desire for 
gold--the motive which prompted his 
voyages--he reduced the natives to 
slavery and added the darker erime 
of murder to those already committed. 
While we may be lenient toward the 
man, and find excnses for him in 
the degeneracy of the times in which 
hs lived, we still affirm that any re- 
ligious sy*tem which will stamp #nch 
« life as pions,” has an exceedingly 
low standard of morality which totally 
unfits it for being the true spiritaal 
guide of any people. 
Colambns is degerving of great 
honor. He was a bold navigator. In 
many things he was far in adrance of 
his times, He was patient and persis- 
tent. He believed in the earth's geo- 
graphical noity. He had golden vis- 
ions of unknown lands. He believedl 
that on the other side of the Atlantic 
were thosxe conutries of gold, pearls 
and myrrh, from which Solomon drew 
his wealth, the Ophir of the Bible. 
He thonght these lands to be the pro- 
longation of Agsia, and to reach Avia 
by & new ronte he was willirg to brave þ 
any danger and anffer avy privation. 
After sarmonnting diffienlties which 


heart, he discovered, on October 12, 
1492, the island of San Salvador, now 
the smallest of the Central American 
republics, also Cubs and Hayti. 

In three other voyages he discover- 
ed Jamaica, Porto Rico, the mouth of 
the Orinoco river, and the coasts of 
Honduras and Costa Rica. Mean- 
while his snccesses led others to imi- 
tate him. Among these were Ameri- 
ens Vespucins, who made a royege to

On June 24, 1497, John Cabot, « 
native of Venice and resident of 
Bristol, England, ailing under the 
British flag, reached the coast of 
Labrador, explored sonthward for over 


ings, and took possension of the coun- 
try in the name of Henry VIII He 
thus discovered the mainland of the 
North American Continent fully four- 
teen months before Columbus reached 
the Coast of Sonth America, and nearly 
a year before Americus made his dis- 
covery. 

To Columbus, then, belongs the 
great honor of doing that which led to 


His spirit and snoccess fired 
other men to similar deeds of daring 
upon unknown seas, but the simplest 
ſacts are that he was not the discoverer 
of our continent, and never obtained 
any rights of discovery on the main- 
land of either North or South America.

The Dallas Daily (Texas) in referr- 
ing to a lecture delivered by Miss 
Ross, formerly the secretary of the 
Voices or Miasroxs, zays: *'Mizs ML

with the Sherman delegation, who 
read & paper on *'Men and Women 
Wanted,” was a state visitor. Miss 
Ross, among other things, «aid: **The 
world called a «trong man aud Kepler 
bent his powerful energy far away into 
the azure ocean of, s#pace and mar- 
«halled the stars into constellations. 
Newton turned his gigantic intellect 
on the limitless flel\ls of mathematics 
with amazing resnults. Franklin's in- 
genuity snatched electricity from the 
sailing clonds. Isabells pledged her 
jewels to the discovery of the great 
conntry, Elizabeth Fry sacrificed her 
life to charity; Joan d'Arc led her

"From behind the clonds of ob- 
scarity burst forth a Fred Douglas, the 
nonawerving abolitionist, statesman and 
orator, Bizshop Payne had left a rec- 
ord in church history and education 
which the hand of fime would not 
efface.

Wanted, « Negro Stewart or Wana- 
maker to establish large mercantils 
enterprises for the employment of our 
colored youths. Wanted, a Negro phi- 
lanthropist to erect orphan asylams, 
establish libraries and make the fnture 
girls and boys of the race recipients 
of their great endowments.”

Mr. Jacob Haas, banker, gentleman, 
humanitarian and one of the most 
cattared and hightoned men in the 
city of Atlanta, was beaten jn the 
election for city alderman a few days 
ago, for the hideous and revolting 
crime of employing « colored man to 
look after the animals in the city park. 
Think of it! The black man only fed 
and watered the animals kept in the 
park on exhibition, and occasionally 
rubbed the elephant off—s job that we 
would not have if our pay was a hun- 
dred dollars a day. Yet, his employ- 
ment by Mr. Haas was of snch great 
importance that circulars were printed 
by tbe thousands and scattered among

recognition j'' and another && "Lo, 
Cated, politics has been his nnadoitlg; 
indnstrial education is the panacea for 
bis ills;” but the race has been wiser 
than its leaders in refuzing to bs 
stampodel into any single path. 

Wo are fighting for the recognition 
of our manhood, It will come when 
it has been won by the demonstration 
of our capacity and power in the vari- 
ons flelds of endeavor and of toil. 
The snn does not contend for recogni- 
tion among the other heavenly bodies. 
It appears, darkness vanisbes and the 
chalons flee away. The walls of oppo» 
Sition will not yield as the reault of the 
recognition of our manhood. Tf ever 
Negro monhood is recognized hers it 
will fully come after we have leveled 
the barriers 'in our path of progreas. 

Thers ars ome men who are like 
the midnight ann in the northern «ky, 
they rise out of the obsecurity in whieb 
the mass of men mnst live and die, 
appear above the horigbn for a little 
«pace, only to sink back again, a dis- 
appointment to all whoss eyes had 
grown weary waiting for the light. 
Whils there ares other men who rive 
high above the horizon and blaze and 
burn With the firs of true inspiration, 
whone rays of inflaence pierce the 
distanrte far and move men to nobler 
thonght and action. Snch « man is 
Henry MoNeal Turner, Bisbop; « man 
of rich and varied gifts; patriot, sol- 
dier, statesman, philosopher, preach- 
er, orator, litaratenr, «age dnd 2eer. 
He #ees no fnture for the recognition 
of the Negroes' manhood in this conn- 
try, but he has « remedy, His remedy 
is the emfgation of the best elements 
of the race to Africa, where they 
might find a government, establiah a 
nation and take their place amovg 
other nations of the eafth. For his 
views he has been munch condemned, 
criticized, misrepresented and praised, 
but, however mnch the fact may be 
denied, it is nndeniable that his views 
are being received with more favor, 
and entertained with more respect. 

He was in Chicago at the recent 
meeting of the Afro-American ocoun- 
| oil, in the proceedings of which be 

bores « conspicuons part. The men 
| who composed this council did not 
| come to Chicago riding «ome. pet 
hobby, it was a reprezentative body, 
componed of men and women of al- 
most eyery rank and calling among 
ns. They looked existing conditions 
fall in the face and songht to find a 
remedy. They had no fads or hob- 
bies, religions, political or industrial; 
they took a broad survey of the fleld 
of onr activities and hopes; no note of 
snrrender or defeat was eonnded, but 
ont of their deep and serious consid- 
eration it s66emed to me that the fact 
was made mors clear, that to become 
n= recognized factor in Ameri- 
can life, the Negro in Amerti- 
ca *"mnust aoek to onter the 
bighways of every activity. A fitting 
close to these deliberations was the 
sermon delivered by Bishop Turner at 
Bethel church the night after the coun 
cil adjourned. He discussed the power 
of little things, the things not much 
regarded and how that from small be- 
ginnings, results far-reaching in their 
$c0Pe were attained. Allow me to zay 
this as in parenthesis: - Bisbop Par- 
ber has the largest vocabulary of any 
man of our race whom I have known, 
yet I observyed that as he departed for 
the pulpit, Bible in band, he first con- 
sulted bis dietionary. Once face to 
face with the great audience which 
taxed every available space of stand- 
ing room, he delivered « discourse 
which, for breadth of treatmet, we 
have seldom beard equaleT or sur-

vhort, that all race barriers will be 
broken down; bat if they had anything 
more than a snperficia] knowledge of 
bumay uature, whether under « white 
or black «kin, they would know that 
an edncated, refined man will never 
be content with anything less. Those 
old time sontherners - who 

Negro edncation under all ciroum- 
$tances were far more logical than 
those who propose to educate him and 
then put an embargo on all the aspirs- 
tions of an edncated man. They knew 
that to keep « man in « vervile state 
be mnst have bis intellectual faculties 
guppressed. 

Instead of the race question being 
settled, every man who reads the Ne- 
gro aright knows that there has never 
been a day vince 1865 when the intel- 
ligent Negro, the educated and the 
wealth-owning Negro, was as disnatis- 
fled with his lot as he is today. There 
has been in the southern white a Sen 
of justice that impelled him to provide 
for edneating the Negro, but there bas 
not been, and there will not be, among 
southerners, as «a class, a disposition 
to permit the Negro to as«ume that 
station in life which alone «atisfles the 
edncated man. Race antagoniam, race 
cohesivencss, race integrity, forbid it, 
and it is not possible, for many gen- 
erations; to edncate this feeling ont of 
the Anglo-Saxon white race, nor is it 
desirable. If educated ont, the reault 
would be a mongrel breed, poasensing 
the good qualities of neither the white 
nor the black, The races were cre- 
ated distinct, and no good is to be ac- 
complished by destroying the barriers 
that separate them. 

But to our mind the day will come 
in the distant fature when the zouth 
will be inhabited by = mongrel race 
like that of Hayti, San Domingo, Porto 
Rico and Cabs, unless the Negroes 
leave the United States. It is inevit- 
able in the end, for no two races oc* 
cenpying the same territory have ever 
remained distinct. 

Is it not better, therefore, for both 
races that the disposition among the 
Negroes to emigrate to so0me country 
they can call their own, shonld be en- 
couraged? They could and would go 


in large numbers to Africs if tbey had - 


the facilities. __ They - might go to Cu- 
ba, in which the Negroes now out- 
number the whites. There ought to 
be no 8erious obstacles to encourag- 
ing their going to Africa.

It would 
be « small thing to establish cheap 
communſication with Liberia and give 
bim the chance that he asks for. We 
know that large numbers of the bent 
Negroes are asking for this, and it is 
asking little at the bands of this gov- 
erument. The policy of drifting on 


this question will in the end be dizas- 


trous to the best interests of the white 
race and will eventually reeult in the 
extermination of the black.

Here I am, after 'a aail of 10,000 
miles, «aſe and well on the tip end of 
this great continent, now #0 dark and 
for ages thick with impenvtrable 
gloom, but deatined in the Providence 
of God to be torn open and riddled 
with light. After one gets hero he 
wonders why our people have znch an 
everlasting dread of coming to Africa. 
Why we will be shot down in the red 
gatters of Wilmington, or burned to « 
handfal of hnman cinders in Georgia, 
or *'Jim Crowed” on cars, «ystemati- 
cally starred and robbed on the worn 
ont and worthless plantations of the 
zonth, or jammed into alleys and 
«econd hand tenrements in the north, 
deprived of any bnt the most menial 
work, when here is a vast continent 
xo rich and fertile 25 to grow 
two crops «a year $0 large 
that there are only nzeven peo- 
ple to the «quare mile, giving each one 
160 acres apiece, and 0 healthy that 
every year hundreds, if not thonsands, 
of consamptives and broken down 
wrecks of Enrope come hbere in order 
to lengthen ont their lives? 

Only yeaterday I was talking to s 
white woman whose parents came here 
whes «he was « little girl. They are 
both still living, over eighty years of 
age each. Oh, if a million ill-treated, 
erowded, poorly paid, intellig-nt, man- 
ly Negroes who have grit and indus- 
try, expecially Christians, were to 
came out here, what a revolution it 
wonld work in their own cirenmstan- 
ces; what wonders in the coudiditions 
of the poor natives, who are here in 
nncounted@aillions, in a marvelously 
rich conntry, with possibilities it is 
imposstble to exaggerate, waiting, 8im 

ply waiting for leadership, enlighten- 
ment and Christianity, 

Donbtless, by this time, 8ome of my 
friends will be ready to throw down 
the paper in disgust and aay: Oh, 
yes; here is another Bizhop Turner; 
another crank on African emigration ! 
This conntry is good enongh for me.” 
Well, to all snch sbort aighted ob- 
jectors, I bare only this to nay: Yes, 
{t is good enough for you. Its insalts 
to your manhood, its crimes against 
the lives of your people, its mean re- 
wards of your courage and loyalty, the 
outrageous silence of a president who 
never would have been nominated but 
for colored delegates, who never conld 
have been elected but for colored 
voters, the miserable opportnnities for 
yon to earn & livelihood in places you 
have at great sacrifiee qualified your - 
*elves to fill, the literal stealing from 
you of money yon earn—all this is 
good enongh for « people that can go 
elsewhere and do better and who have 
not the energy, the daring, the man- 
hood, the spirit of adventare auffi- 
ciently (Ceveloped to leave a conntry 
in which they know they are being 
gronnd to powder, and g6 to one where 
they can, with oue-tenth the labor 
and one-thonsandth the competition, 
make a competence for themselves — 
providing they are energetic, ambi- 
tious and economical, 

The reas0u-people write such glow- 
ing acconnts of Sonth Africa is be- 
canse there 1s s0mething to go into 
raptures about. The weather here is 
just about like the weather of Virginia 
aud the Carglinas... I bare beeu-hers 
s week, Every night I bave slept un- 
der a quilt and two spreads,; and wish- 
ed, often longed for more. This is 
jast the close of the Sonth African 
winter, which corresponds with our 
s«mmer., In sammer 1t is no hotter 
here than at home, and the air being 
drier, it is not s0 oppreasive. As to 
siekuess, I have already xaid it is a 
health resort for Europe. 

The soill in many places is exceed- 
ingly rich and fertile, growing every- 
thing from wheat, oats and corn, back 
from the coat, to orauges, bananas, 
$ngar, cotton, tobacco. Every day 1 
eat a half dozen oranges at two cents 
apiece, large and luscions, with the 
green stem often attached. - There are 
vust tracts of virgin soil along the 
river bottoms where very few civilized 
settlers are, It can be had on easy 
terms of the government.

Dear Sir: I have juest read the notice 
in the Vorict or Mismoxs relative to 
your steamer getting ready to eail this 
year for Liberia with « colony of our 
conntrymen. ' Now pleaze allow me 
as one on the field and deeply inter- 
ested in this work to zay « word on 
this important matter. 

In the first place, we need new blood 
here badly in every settlement of the 
Republic. We are in want of physi- 
cians, dentists, biisiness men of Amer- 
can push and integrity, We need men 
skilled in the science of mineralogy 
and mining, for the ovountry 
abounds in minersl wealth. We need 
carp@#nvers, machinists, engineers and 
skilled farmers, fruit and stock raisers.

My Dnrzar Sixz—You bave not forgot- 
ten me. For twenty-five years TI stood 
up for the rights of the Gol 
ored people in GCGeorgia, at the 
rick of my life and everything 
near and dear to me. I remained at 
my post until two years ago, I left the 
state, and went to California, and 
am here now. TI am »till greatly con- 
verned as to the race problem in the 
80uthern states, and am convinced the 
two races never can live together in 
peace and security in those states un- 
der conditions that now exist there. 
These conditions can never be chang- 
ed or improved by legislation or by any- 
thing the colored people can do, be-

Bishop H. M. Turner, vf Atlanta, well 
known throughout the country as an ad- 
vocate of emigration for the negro race 
of the United States, delivered = bcture 
at Emanuel A. M. E. church last night 
oh *The Future vf Africa '” While in-the 
etty yEelorday Bizhop Turner talked with 
« reporter for Th#+ News and Courter 
about the plan of emigrailo# with which 
he has been 0 closely identified. 

Biehop Turner «aid that gome of the 
Georgia papers announced a few weeks 
ago thal 1 was coming to Chartaton 
to organize a movement mw this city look - 
ing to the deportation of the Colored peo- 
ple to Africa, but that «uch a thought nil 
not entered his mind, and that he was 
making « «hort visit to the city becauss 
he had 5 fh* porzacnal buainess with one 
man. and with one man owiy, about mat- 
ters not connected with ſh*t awreh or 
with African emigration. Howevef, #8 
$00n as his presence was dizcovered he 
was bezieged by the ministers both to 
preach and lecture to the people, and that 
he had preached at Emanuel church Sun- 
day morning and at Morris Brown church
